EARLY THIS MORNING. 


The partial collapse ofa building within the 
Walled area occupied by the McCormick 
branch of the International Harvester com- 
pany at Blue Island avenue, near Leavitt 
street, late yesterday afternoon carried death 
to at least one person, perhaps others, and in- 
jury to eight employés. 

The mass of steel gr rye rede and building 
materia! that buried t one man known to 
be dead will not be cleared away until this 
evening. 

Chief of Police Shippy will be appealed to 
today to take some action to prevent corpora- 
tions whose works are walled in, as are the 
3 works, from keeping such neces- 


ry information from the police as the 


names of dead and injured. No information 
of the building collapse or of the injured 
reached the police at the Hinman street sta- 
tion, four blocks away, until a woman in- 
quiring for a rélative appealed to them for 
assistance. Having been refused admittance 
to the grounds by the guards at the gates, che 
asked the police to force an entrance to the 
place. 

Two policemen hurried over to the works, 
but the guard informed them he knew noth- 
ing of the accident and that his orders were 
to let nobody im The first official informa- 
tion received at the police station was when 
the officials of the company, three hours 
later, telephoned for a patrol wagon to re- 
move the body of Paul Botka, which had just 
been @ug from the ruins. 

The policy recalls the usual methods adopt- 
ech dy the Illinois Steel company. 


The Dead.

Fourth Floor Crashes Down. 

It was shortly after 4:30 p. m. that the 
crash occurred. Probably 100 men were 
working in the packing and crating build- 
ing, a four story structure just within the 
Leavitt street gate of the wall which sur- 
rounds the works, when, without warning, 
a large portion of the floor of the south 
end of the building collapsed and fell, with 
a ripping and tearing of timbers, through 
the other three floors to the basement. 

Men, implements, and huge packing crates 
were carried in one mass to the ground. 
Just how many persons were carried down 
in the débris is not known. Only a short 
time previous many persons had been pack- 
ing crates and painting implements on the 
floors which were carried down. 

The crash of falling timbers and the noise 
made by the tearing away of the floors could 
be heard for blocks about the works. As 
many men as were needed for the work of 
digging into the ruins were detailed to the 
work by division foremen, while all of the 
other men were dismissed and sent to their 
homes: 


Anxious Relatives Driven Away. 
Within a few minutes workmen began to 
congregate outside the Leavitt street gate 


of the works demanding information as to the \ 


injured. In the crowd were several women 
inquiring for husbands or brothers. 

„ don’t know anything about it.“ was the 
invariable reply of the guard. The in- 
jured will be cared for and sent home or to 
the hospital.“ 

Supt. Brooks took charge of the work of 
clearing away the wreckage. He instructed 
the captain of the private watch system 
which guards the grounds to place double 
guards at each of the gates and prevent 
anybody from entering. Lanterns then were 
hung about the projecting pieces of timber, 
lighting up the ruins of the building. 

It at first was reported that the collapse 
had been caused by the fall of a water tank 
on the roof of the building. This was learned 
to be “untrue later, however. Heavy imple- 
ments which had been loaded upon an al- 
ready overtaxed floor probably caused the 
collapse, although the exact cause will not 
be known until Building Commissioner 
Downey’s inspectors visit the place today. 


Police to Demand Reform. 

Lieut. Charles Johnson of the Hinman 
street station said he would appeal to Chief 
Shippy this morning to have a thorough in- 
vestigation made of the accident. He also 
will request that several officials of the com- 
pany: be subpcenaed to appear at the inquest. 

„I hall make a report to the chief of 
police of this entire affair, said Lieut. 
Johnson. We want to learn just what the 
rights of the police are in this matter.” 

Policeman’ McCauley, who superintended 
the removal of the body of Botha, said it was 
impossible to obtain any information con- 
cerning the accident. 


Hurt in Illinois Steel Works. 
Several men were injured, two perhaps 
fatally, late Thursday night by an explo- 
sion of molten metal in the converting room 
of the Illinois Steel company’s plant at South

Detroit Contractor Who Loves Birds 


Stops Construction Till Baby Robias 
Are Hatched and Fly Away. 


Detroit, Mich., May 10.—[Special.]—Con- 
etruction ‘work that was being rushed on a 
mew residence over in Goodwin avenue 
stopped suddenly today and peace came to a 
pair of timid robins that have fluttered heart- 
brokenly about the heads of the workmen 
since two tiny blue eggs came into being in 
their nest a few days ago, 

Early in the spring the robins built their 
nest in a niche of one of the unfinished win- 
dows and started housekeeping. They made 
no fuss about it, and in return for the cheer 
of their song the workmen left them undis- 
turded. 

The nest went undiscovered until a week 
ago, when the progress of the work carried 
the men back near the window the robins 
had chosen for their home. Only one robin 
fluttered about them, and he was in a con- 
tinual state of excitement, flitting frantically 
about the heads of the men nearest the win- 
dow. A few days ago he was joined by his 
mate, and the two kept up an angry song of 
protest about the heads of the men, who 
douldn't tmagine what it was all about.

Trustees“ Sale of Beecher f ‘Pulpit for 
a Night Shocks Pastor and Plock. 


New York, May 10.—[ Spectal.J~Church cir- 
clés in Brooklyn were startled today when 
it was announced that a leading ‘exponent of 
Christian Science, Judge Septimus J. Hanna, 
would deliver a lecture on Christian 
Science, the Religion of the Bible,” in 
Plymouth church next Thursday evening. 

The announcement was discredited at first, 
the prevailing opinion being that the 
Plymouth church people would not have 
sanctioned the exploitation of Christian 
Science from the old Be@cher pulpit. This 
opinion was shared even by the Rev. Dr. 
Newell Dwight Hillis, the pastor; Gen. Ho- 
ratio C. King, clerk of the churth; ex-Sena- 
tor Stephen W. Griswold, the veteran usher; 
and other leading members of the church. 


Trustees’ Chairman to Blame. 

Investigation by Dr. Hillis and Gen. King, 
however, showed the announcement was cor- 
rect, and that Frank H. Leonard, as repre- 
sentative of the Christiam Scientists of Brook- 
lyn, had obtained permission to use his 
church for Thursday night from ex-Congress- 
man 8. V. White, chairman of the board of 
trustees, and one of the pillars of the church 
since the early stages of Beecher’s pastor- 
ate. The rules of the church place the power 
of letting the building for public meetings 
in the hands of the trustees, but it is said 
that White acted alone. 

Dr. Hillis at once expressed himself in 
strong opposition to the action of Chairman 
White. 

“I can hardly believe the Christian Seiten- 
tists would ask for Plymouth church for a 
lecture on their belief,“ he said. Plymouth 
church stands for a personal God, and Chris- 
tlan Scientists do not believe in a personal 
God. Mr. Beecher and Lyman Abbott always 
tood for a personal God, as I do.“ 

Gen. King, who was one of Beecher's 
closest personal friends, bubbled over with 
indignation. He dispatched a sharp note to 
Mr. White protesting on his own part andon 
the part of Dr. Hillis, and expressing the 
opinion that he must have been trapped“ 
when he let the church for sucha purpose.

Springfield, III., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
efforts of the Chicago Automobile club to se- 
cure a uniform state law governing the speed 
of automobiles were successful in the legis- 
lature today. The house this afternoon 
passed Senator Humphrey's bill, which ro- 


autres automobiles to be licensed with the 


secretary of state, and which prescribes 
twenty miles an hour as the speed limit for 
country roads and ten miles an hour on busi- 
ness thoroughfares. 

“This bill is being passed,” said Repre- 
sentative L. O. Browne, not because it has 
any merit or because it is constitutional but 
because Sidney Gorham, president of the 
Chicago Automobile club, has been here week 
after week and month after month working 
for its e. Opponents of the bill pre- 
dict the governor will veto the bill, as he did 
two years ago. 

The house also passed Senator Breidt's bill 
providing for the reorganization of the state 
militia into a division, with a major general. 
The senate passed the pure food bil as 
amended in respect to blended whisky. The 
whisky provision was framed to meet the 
approval of Peoria distillers, and at the same 
time Commissioner Jones of the pure food 
department does not object to it. 


Bills Passed by Senate. 

Other bills paseed by the senate were: 

House bill 341 (Provine), giving the state board 
of live stock commissioners power to condemn 
deceased cattle, etc. 

House bill 248 (Troyer), requiring life insurance 
companies incorporated under other state laws to 
deposit securities required of similar companies 
incomporated under the Illinois laws, or certificate 
showing euch deposit in the home state.

“Our own state must naturally take 3 
leading part in this program, because Iitinois 
occupies a geographical position of com- 
manding importance in relation to the pro- 
posed waterways development and because 
no state in the union will receive larger ben- 
efits from such development. The general 
assembly of Llinols, furthermore, has by 
legislative action and approprietion of funds 
recognized the interests of our stete in the 
whole question. 

The national government is now engaged 
in the costruction of the Panama canal. The 
commercial relation of our internal w&ter- 
ways to that canal is obvious, and the degree 
of benefit accruing to the interior state of 
the country from the opening of the Panama 
canal is largely dependent upon the develop- 
ment of our internal waterways system. In 
this connection it may be stated that the 
government of the United States has been 
balked for generations in any attempt at 
realizing a national waterway from the lakes 
to the gulf by the great cost of cutting 
through the Chicago divide. That barrier 
has been removed by the work of the sani- 
tary district canal. 

This district has an area of but six-tenths 
of 1 per cent of the state of Illinois, and yet 
it has expended $53,500,000 in a canal from 
Chicago to the near vicinity of Joliet, a 
channel of the largest cross section of any 
canal yet built. The length of the channel 
and improved river provided by the sanitary 
district of Chicago is thirty-seven miles.

“ This power will aggregate many thousand 
er, which subject is covered fully 
im one of the bills which will come before you 
for consideration. In this connection I may 
say that it is most important thet private 
interests should not become intrenched 
along these streams to the detriment of the 
rights of the whole people, and to the hamper- 
ing of the great waterway which isto be con- 
structed. This phase of the question appeals 
for prompt action on your part to prevent 
the complications and legal difficulties aris- 
ing from the attaching of vestedrights. The 
time seems ripe for youraction. The inter- 
est of the people is aroused and the commer- 
clal needs of the country are pressing for 
the relief which this waterway will afford. 
In view, therefore, of the foregoing, I de- 
sire to call the attention of the general as- 
gembly to bills now before it, relating to the 
development of the deep waterway, which 
have not yet received the consideration of 
your honorable body, and to such amend- 
ments thereof and substitutes therefor as 
may be deemed best sulted to the advance- 
ment of the deep waterway and waterpower

Physicians’ College Plan Revived. 

Mr. Adkins attempted to take from the 
table senate bill 120, appropriating $388,000 
for the purchase of the college ef physicians 
and surgeons, which had been reported ad- 
versely to the house. On roll call his motion 
to nonconcur in the committee recommenda- 
tions that the bill do not pass was adopted 
87 to 48, and the bill was ordered to second 
reading. Mr. Shanahan, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, then asked 
that the bill be read a second time. It was 
read and advanced to a third reading. 

After eight years’ endeavor the practice 
act reformers have succeeded in getting an 
amendatory act through the legislature. The 
house bill making the provisions was passed 
by the senate this evening, considerably 
amended as the result of opposition in the 
house, but still a satisfactory reform in the 
opinion of the lawyers who backed it. 

At midnight the houseedeveloped a death 
dealing mood.

CENT FARE APTER JULY 
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HOUSE AGREES TO THE SENATE 
CHANGES AND BILL IS PASSED. 


Measure for Cheaper Railroad Rides 
Sent to the Governor for His Ap- 
proval—With It Goes Opinion from 
Attorney General Stead That New 
Law Is in Constitutional Form— 
Rate Will Be 3 Cents a Mile if Tick- 
et Is Not Bought at Depot. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., May 10.—[{Special. }—Illi- 
nois will have a 2 cent railroad rate bill as 
soon as Gov. Deneen signs it, the rate be- 
coming effective July . 

The house tonight unanimously concurred 
in the amendments to the measure as framed 
by Speaker Shurtleff and as passed by the 
senate. 

An opinion from Attorney General Stead 
accompanied the-bill when it was laid before 
the house for concurrence, and this declared 
the measure to be in constitutional form. 


House Is Cautious. 

The house organization has been extremely 
cautious in this legislation. It had-an opin- 
ion from Mr. Stead on the bill as the house 
passed it. It refused to concur in the senate 
amendments until Mr. Stead had passed on 
them also. 

The principal senate amendment merely 
Provides that a passenger who does not buy 
a ticket may be compelled to pay 3 cents a 
mile when the conductor takes up a cash 
fare. 

Last Chance for Bill. 

Mr. Chiperfield made the prediction that 
if the house failed to concur in the senate 
amendment the bill never again would see 
the light of day. He declared the people 
were unanimous in their demand for such 
legislation. 8 

The bill, as it goes to the governor, provides 
a mum passenger fare rate of 2 cents 
for all points in Illinois except that in case 
a passenger fails to purchase a ticket at a

FEDERAL METHODS IN ALASKA 
DENOUNCRO BY GEN. GREELY. 


Army Officer and Explorer Says Natives 
Are Treated Unfairly by the Govern- 
ment Officials. 


Rule of the United States government in 
Alaska was criticised severely last night by 
Maj. Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, commander 
of the northern division of tho United States 
army, in an address before the Geographic 
society of Chicago in Fullerton hall, Art in- 
stitute. 

Gen. Greely was the guest of the society 
and after the lecture a reception was held in 
his honor. He has made severe! polar expedi- 
tions, on one of which his party established 
a record for “ farthest north,“ and all but 
seven of the party perished. Within the last 
two years he has explored parts of Alaska. 

The same trouble predominates in 
Alaska todey that has characterized the atti- 
tude of the United States government to- 
wards all the aborigines with which it has 
come in contact,” said Gen. Greely. It 
never treats them fairly. It has put the 
1 or the Alaskan Indians on the road 
to ruin. 

“Two years ago the United States courts 
were a fiasco. It was a wonder to me that 
the entire lot of government officials were 
not hanged by mob law. I have been in

of Alaska. The courts were only instruments 
of private interests."

Tate’s at- 
torneys, nevertheless, made a motion for a 
new trial. A hearing on this motion was 
eet for next Saturday. 

Tate's situation is viewed in a different 
light by almost every one who has had any- 
thing to do with it. Charles Erbstein, his 
attorney, professed to be gratified by the 
verdict. 


Bees Victory in Verdict. 


“Tate and I expected this.“ he said in a 
tone of modest exultation. ‘“‘ You see, they 
really caught him with the goods on. The 
state asked for a conviction under the hab- 
itual criminal act,’ which calls for imprison- 
ment for at least fifteen years. One of the 
verdict forms given to the jury calls for this. 
The jury not only turned this down, but rec- 
ommended clemency.’’ 63 

That recommendation for clemency d 
not amount to anything,” said Assistant 
State’s Attorney Short. “It was a super- 
fluity. The conviction was squarely returned. 
When Judge Kersten returns Tate will be 
sentenced. There will not be a new trial. I 
am sure of it.“ 

The situation was complicated further by 
@ parole warrant, issued unexpectedly at 
Joliet and sent to Jaller Whitman early in the 
day with a demand for’ Tate’s immediate 
return as a prisoner who broke his parole 
on his former imprisonment. This will not 
be served until after sentence has been pro- 
nounced on the present charge. 


“Near Sensations“ in Court. 


What a bailiff described as ‘‘a couple of 
near sensat.ons enlivened the last day of 
thetrial. The material from which they were 
evolved were an elderly and seedy looking 
individual who wandered into the courtroom 
late in the morning, and a wordy dispute 
between Detective Sergeant James Conick 
and Patrolman Guy Biddinger over the for- 
mer’s testimony at the hearing. 

The elderly individual was escorted from 

the courtroom soon after he enteredit. Some 
one at once cast him for the réle of a mys- 
terious stranger who was engineering a 
plot to release the prisoner. The dispute be- 
tween the policemen, which was carried on 
just outside the courtroom, furnished local 
color, and word went through the crowd that 
every policeman in the building—twenty- 
eight, to be exact—had been summoned to 
guard the prisoner and prevent a riot. 
» Conick’s testimony was a denial of Tate’s 
assertion that former Chief Collins tried to 
induce the defendant to become one of his 
** stool pigeons,” and, failing, had charges 
trumped up against him. 

Mrs. Gertrude Tate and Margaret Tate, the 
prisoner's sister, had seats in the court- 
room near tne defendant. They appeared to 
be greatly cheered when, after the verdict 
had been returned, Attorney Erbstein moved 
that a aew trial be granted. 


Arrested Soon After Release. 


Tate was released a few months ago from 
the state prison, where he had been sentenced 
for burglary. His arrest for burglary of the 
Flint house followed soon after. He gave 
bonds for his appearance for trial, but for- 
feited these and went to New York. There he 
was arrested in January on a charge of being 
implicated in blowing open the Peoria board 
of education's safe, when papers alleged to 
have incriminated persons well known in 
business and professional life in that city 
were destroyed. These papers, it was al- 
leged, connected persons concerned with 
Dougherty's miguse of the city’s school funds, 
for which he was sent to Joliet. 

Then the burglar escaped from a hospital 
in Peoria in April. He was arrested in Chi- 
cago a few days afterward;when he was 
seeking to obtain from a man he had as- 
saulted and robbed a statement that would 
enable him to escape a penitentiary sen- 
tence if he were arrested. The Peoria police, 
satisfied that they had no case against 
Tate, left him to the Chicago police. He was 
arraigned for trial on an indictment for 
burglary obtained against him last fall. 


WANTS TO RETURN TO PRISON. 


Discharged Convict, Unable to Secure 
Employment, Asks to Be Sent Back 
to. Chester Penitentiary. 


Shunned by his companions of former 
days, and unable to secure employment be- 
cause of his prison record, Edward Hill, 
24 years old, who was discharged April 1, 
1907, from his parole from the Chester peni- 
tentiary, walked into the office of Lieut. 
Rohan, in the city hell, last evening, and 
asked that he be sent back to the prison

Trustees Say It Is “No Crime” 
for Teachers to Contribute 
to Campaign Fund. 


LITTLE ZEAL IN INQUIRY. 


Lawyer Cross Questions Those 
Who Tell of Solicitations 
from Dunne’s Aids. 


The school management committee of the 
board of education yesterday resumed its in- 
vestigation into the collection of a political 
slush fund from the public school teachers. 

Angus Roy Shannon, assistant attorney for 
the board, was on hand to cross question the 
witnesses, and all the methods of the exam 
ining lawyer were used in the effort to be- 
little the testimony of Mra, Erin C. Miller, 
the teacher in the Sexton school, who seid 
she had been asked to contribute to the 
Dunne campaign fund. 

Teachers who had been called to substan- 
tiate the story told by Miss Mary E. Lynch 
were cross examined vigorously. That the 
results were satisfactory to the members of 
the board was made apparent by the decla- 
rations of President Ritter and Dr. Cornelia 
De Bey that none of the witnesses had cor 
roborated the story told by Mrs, Miller of 
political activity in the Sexton school. 


Political Speech in School. 

It was admitted that Miss Sarah Porter, 
a teacher in the Chase school, had corrob- 
orated the story told by Mise Lynch to the 
effect that Miss A. Esther Butts, principal 
of the school, had read an editorial attack 
on Mr. Busse to several teachers, and had 
made a political speech to the teachers. 
Miss Anna 8. Fischer of the Plamondon 
school said campaign literature had been 
left on the desks of the teachers} of qiat 
school, 

‘ihe committee did not regard either of 
these matters ae of sufficient consequence to 
warrant action. 

“It seems to me the teachers have a right 
to discuss political questions among them- 
selves,’ said Mise Addams, and as for the 
distribution of campaign literature in the 


Plamondon school, no testimony given tended 


to show by whom the pamphiets were dis 
tributed. They might have been distrib- 
uted by the school children.” 

Miss Etta Q. Gee, principal of the Sexton 
echool, said she did not know of any polit- 
ical activity om the part of the teachers of 
her school. She had not been asked to sub- 
scribe to the campaign fund and was not 
aware that any of the other teachers had 
been solicited for funds. 

There is no doubt that Mrs. Miller was 
asked to contribute to the fund, declared 
Dr. De Bey after the meeting, but it seems 
that none of the other teachers in the school 


was soHoited. However, it would not have 
been a crime if they had been. I contributed 


myself.“
